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New bill protects children and sex trafficking victims from
online exploitation

Requires convicted sex traffickers to register as a sex
offender; keeps victim's names confidential until the
accused person is arrested

Requires law enforcement to respond promptly to T- or U-visa
requests

Increases statute of limitations. Allows wiretaps. Mandates
DHHS use of screening tool

Enacts criminal record relief for trafficked victims

Raises penalties for trafficking crimes. Adds buyers as
traffickers

Immunizes trafficking victims from prostitution
charges

Raises trafficking penalties; authorizes civil forfeiture for
trafficking crimes

Expands definition of labor trafficking
